reparations plan. 

Experts representing the allied na- 
tions today reached this definite point 
in the long negotiations leading up 
to revision of the Dawes plan, and 
ro informed Dr. Schacht, chief of the 
German delegation. 

Tonight Dr. Schacht left for Ber- 
lin with a reduction of 700,000,000 
to 800,000,000 gold marks over pres- 
ent annuities as an inducement to 
the German government and German 
financiers + come quickly to terms 
with their allied creditors. 

There were other conditions, nota- 
bly definition of the amounts pay- 
able in subsequent years and the num- 
ber of payments. But what these 
were Dr. Schacht and his colleagues 
of the second Dawes committee kept 
carefully concealed. 

Dr. Schacht has received nothing 
resembling an ultimatum, but his as- 
sociates of the allied countries, who 
always have feund hi open to free 
discussion of every aspect of the rep- 
arations problem, have made it plain 
that Germany's « 'itora have gone 
to the limit in making relatively con- 
venient terms of payment.

In Berlin Dr. Schacht will consult 
with members of his government, 
heads of banks and important indus- 
trialists, and will return here in time 
for thé ph aary session of the second 
Jbawea committee Monday afternoon. 

Whatever counsel he receives in 
Berlin, it is thovrht that he will pro- 
long the negotiations by further ef- 
forts for modification of the plan 
submitted. Hence a final agreement 
is likely to be delayec until after

Mason, 23-year-old teller, was ordered 
to bring the currency from the vaults. 

As Mrs. Mason turned over the 
money from the vault, one of the rob- 
bers began stuffing it in his shirt and 
backing toward the door. The second 


man warned the three bank employes 
to remain seated and quiet until they 


were gone. They then darted to a 
green Chevrolet coupe in which -the 
third man waited and disappeared be- 
fore an alarm could be given. 


Wyatt declared he would be able to 
identify the three men ‘and described 


the pair that entered the bank as be- 


and the driver of the car as about 25. 
All three were neatly dressed. 
Authorities declared the smoothness 
with which the men worked marked 
them as experienced bandits and be- 
lieved the trio the same that a few 
weeks ago held up the Tenth street 
branch of the Citizens and Southern 
National bank in Atlanta and escaped 
with $11,000. 

The bandits in their haste over- 
looked $1,000 in currency that was 
lying on the counter by the teller’s 
window.

zalo Escobar, commander-in-chief of 
Mexico’s rebellious movement. 

In a special train under guard of 
200 soldiers, the revolutionary chief- 
tain came within a stone’s throw of 
the Rio Grande to the rebel strong- 


hold of Juarez and in an interview 
with newspapermen freely expressed 
his aims and purposes and assailed 
General P. Elias Calles as the real 
power behind the Mexican government. 
President Portes Gil is a “mere clerk,” 
he declared, unable to name even a 
single doorman without the approval 
of the former president. 

“We will not expect to make peace 
with the Calles government and we 
will not attempt to make any,’ the 
rebel commander announced. 

The revolutionary dictator was plied 
with questions which brought out ex- 
pression of complete satisfaction over 
the progréss of the rebellion; the im- 
minence of .a_ decisive battle with 
Calles somewhere south of Jiminez; 
a denial that the church was aiding 
the revolt financially and a denuncia- 
tion of Mexican’ officials who “with- 
out shame are organizing forces in the 
United States for an invasion of 
Mexico.” 

“Calles Chief Trouble.” 

“We believe alike,” he told news- 
paper correspondents, “the enemy of 
the church is our common enemy.” 
Calles, he declared, had created the 
religious question to make eapital of 
it and to “permit profitable outrages.”

BITING PARDON 
UP TO GOVERNOR 


Release of Banker Serv- 
ing Term Under Statute 
Declared Unconstitu- 
tional Favored by Board 


The state prison commission Thurs- 
day recommended to Governor L. G. 
Hardman a pardon for N. K, Bitting, 
Chattooga county banker, who is serv- 
ing a three-year sentence in the state 
prison following his conviction of vio- 
latin gthe fraudulent insolvency act of 
Georgia which recently was declared 
unconstitutional by the United States 
supreme court in the case of W. D. 
Manley. 

Bitting has served more than half 
of his term, being convicted March 19, 
1927, following the failure of a bank 
at Summerville, Ga., in which he serv- 
ed as cashier. | , 

The petition for clemency for Bit- 
ting was filed with the prison commis- 
sion prior to the decision of the United 
States supreme court in the Manley 
ease, That decision strengthened his 
case, as it-caused a situation where 
Bitting was serving a three-year sen- 
tence for violating a law declared un- 
constitutional by the highest court in 
the country. : 

All members of the trial jury, the 
trial judge, the solicitor who prose- 
cuted the case and the members of 
the grind jury who indicted Bitting 
signed the petition asking that clem- 
ency be granted. 

Bitting is 64 years old and had 
served for many years in the banking 
business prior to his conviction, He 
wus represented by Maddox, Mathews 
and Owens, Rome, and Wesley 
Shropshire, of Summerville. 

The recommendation of the siate 
prison gommission was placed on Gov- 
ernor Hardman’s desk Thursday by 
the prison commission. The governor 
will not be at his office Friday, it was 
announced, but will take up the case 
as soon as he returns to the capitol, 
it was stated, 

Strong recommendations that a full 
pardon be granted to Bitting by the 
governor have been filed by many 
prominent — citizens of Chattooga 


county. 

In the Manley ease, the Atlanta 
banker who headed a large chain of 
banks which failed a few years ago, 
won freedom following his conviction 
in the Fulton superior court of vio- 
lating the fraudulent insolvency act, 
later held unconstitutional. Other in- 
dictments remain against Manley, both 
in state and federal courts, returned 
in connection with the failure of his 
chain of banks.

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TO CONFESS SLAYIN 


Has an Old Satchel in Which, 
Is Crammed $450,000 in 
Securities. 


Chicago, March 21.—(4)—John 
Mackenzie has come back, his tat- 
tered telescope bulging with bonds 
and mortgages worth $450,000, and 
with a confession that he killed a 
man last October. 

Mackenzie said his conscience had 
troubled him ever since October 24, 
when, as he phrased it, he was “pro- 
voked” to the point of shooting Ar- 
thur Glanke after long years of wran- 
gling, legal and physical, over a 
“spite wall.” ! 

More surprising than his confes- 
sion was the discovery of his wealth. 
Always he had lived frugally. He 
was known as a real estate operator, 
but police had no knowledge that his 
operations were sufficient to produce 
nearly half a million dollars, 

Glanke was slain in front of a 
West Side Y¥. W. C. A. after Mac- 
kenzie had made a final appeal to 
him to remove the “spite wall” be 
tween their adjoining properties. Prior 
to that Mackenzie had gone as high 
as the state supreme court in a vain 
effort for relief. The two had brawled 
frequently on the streets, police re- 
called. 

A coroner’s inquest into Glanke’s 
death blamed Mackenzie, but he had 
disappeared. He said today that he 
had been in Aurora and Blue Island, 
Ill., and in Milwaukee. He returned 
to Chicago, he said, to arrange for 
the posting of a bond, after which he 
planned to give himself up. VTolice, 
however, suggested he may have been 
preparing to turn his securities into 
cash and then to flee. 

Mackenzie, who is 45 years old, 
said he was in Milwaukee Christmas 
Eve and that he chartered an air- 
plane, with an electric-lighted cross 
built under it, and had it fly over the 
city as part of the Christmas cele- 
bration. 

Police found Mackenzie living in a | 
$9-a-week room. He had a small grip, | 
packed with a scant wardrobe, and 
the old-fashioned, well-worn telescope | 
crammed with valuable securities. 

Glanke, who was 40 years old, 
named Mackenzie as his assailant. He 
died after the shooting. 

Mackenzie later signed a_ three 
page confession in which he said he 
was planning to depart for Canada 
and then to Europe, had he not deen 
arrested. Police were given a “tip” 
that Mackenzie perhaps would be 
found at the hotel, where his arrest 
took place. 

The slayer said he had inhcrited. 
more than $200,000 from his father, 
having doubled his inheritance by in- 
vestments and real estate operations.

In olden times re- 
ligious ideas were interpreted in terms 
of force. Man believed in no personal 


‘Luck’ and* er w 
two forces he had faith in. 

“Sucht terms as the ‘great spirit’ 
and ‘happy hunting grounds’ often 
used in connection with the holdings 
of the American Indian, fail to truly 
reveal his conceptions. 

“Scientists are rarely set in their 
religious beliefs,” he said in the course 
of his remarks. “Although they are 
usually more religious than the aver- 
age layman. They keep their minds 
open because of the search for facts 
and because they meet with auch a 
diversity of truths.”

FARM RELIEF PROGRAM 


Iowa Senator Would Have 
Government Guarantee 
Prices to Farmers. 


Washington, March 21,—(4)—The 
$1,250,000.000 farm relief program of 
Senator Brookhart, republican, lowa, 
is going to be one of the many pro- 
posals put before the senate agricul- 
ture committee when it starts work 


on a 1929 agricultural relief measure 
next week. r- 

Brookhart failed to get any support 
on this proposal at the last séssion. 
He is not assured of any now, but he 
was one of President Hoover's heart- 
iest campaigners and he is confident 
the new chief executive will give his 
plan favorable consideration, at least. 

The Iowan, in his elaborate propo- 
sition, aims to guarantee to the farmer 
a return of 5 per cent on his capital 
investment. 

He would set up a farmers’ national 
export co-operative, financed by the 
government, with power to buy and 
withhold surplus crops from the mar- 
ket. If any losses were sustained in 
this operation and he doesn’t believe 
there would be heavy ones, he would 
have the United States treasury meet 
these up to $600.000,000. 

That figure, he estimates, is the 
amount of the “subsidy” paid the rail- 
roads by the government after they 
were returned to private ownership 
and the amount of profits made by the 
government in the grain corporation 
during the war. 

Under his plan, the department of 
agriculture would be called upen to 
ascertain the average cost of produc- 
tion to farmers ef each agricultural

OUR RED MURDER RECORD. 

The most eminent jurist of the 
nation, Chief Justice Taft, has de- 
clared that the homicide record of 
our cities ‘“‘remains the outstand- 
ing indictment of American civili- | 
zation.” 

But what is to be done about it? 
What can be done about it right 
here in Atlanta where the rate isj 
45 per 100,000 of population, or 
four and a half times the average 
for the entire nation? The Atlanta 
ratio for last year was almost three 
times that of Chicago, which we are 
wont to regard as the capital city 
of capital crimes. 

The highest rates in the United 
States were 60 per 100,000 in 
Memphis, 54 in Birmingham, 52 in 
Jacksonville and 45 in Atlanta. 

The casual and common explana- 
tion that our people make upon the 
figures is to attribute their exces- 
siveness to the large percentage -of 
negroes in our populations. But 
that explanation is not sustained by 
the facts. Dr. Frederick L. Hoff- | 
man, who is the greatest life ac- 
tuary in the world, connected for 
half a century with the Prudential | 
Life Insurance company, keeps an | 
annual digest of American homi-| 
cides. He has thoroughly investi- 
gated the subject, worked out the 
rates separately for, the two races, 
and found that those for the whites 
and blacks are both far higher in 
the southern than in northern and 
western cities. 

The problem is not to reach a 
psychological determination of why 
the southern person is more bloody- 
minded and murder-disposed than 
one in some other section of the 
country. There is no such psy- 
chological fact. 

The willingness and readiness to 
kill another is mostly due to the 
local facilities for escaping the pen- 
alties of the crime. Those facili- 
ties are provided by juries, and 
judges, pardon boards and chicken- 
hearted governors. 

The average time between a mur- 
der and the execution of its penaity, 
when the penalty is finally con- 
firmed, is three years in the United 
States and ninety-one days only in 
Great Britain. That almost per- 
fectly explains why in Chicago last 
year there were 498 homicides 
among 3,000,000 inhabitants and 
only 27 in London in the same year 
among 4,600,000 population.

MERGZR PROGRAM TO SOLVE 
PROBLEM FAVORED. 


The Plan Proposed for Making Profitable 
, the South’s Cotton Industry. 


Word comes to me from Washing- 
ton that when a farm relief measure 
is under consideration in congress an 

site effort will be 
ree made to. as- 
sociate with it 
a “valorization” 
plan for cot- 
ton, similar to 
that now in 
operation by 
Brazil for the 
coffee crops of 
that country. 

The scheme is 
framed to pro- 
vide from the 
Uinited States 
treasury a per- 
manent stabili- 
zation fund of 
several hundred 
millions of dol- 
lars for the pur- 
pose of establishing government 
warehouses throughout the cotton 
belt. Into those warehouses the cot- 
ton grower, if not satisfied to sell at 
current market prices, may warehouse 
his cotton, so much as he pleases, 
receive SO per cent of its current 
market value in cash, and afterwards 
order his cotton. sold at his pleasure. 
receiving the other 20 per cent of 
storage value, plus any profit there- 
on, but with fixed storage and insur- 
ance charges deducted. 

The plan has worked effectually in 
Brazil to stabilize production and to 
lift the market prices of the coffee 
crops to profitable terms. The gov- 
ernment loses nothing and the pro- 
dueers reap profitably, and become 
prosperous and contented planters.

The Plan Is Declared Workable. 


Agricultural economists in the gov- 
ernment service are reported to have 
figured out the probable costs and re- 
sults of such a plan applied to the 
southern cotten crop and to have de- 
clared that it could be organized and 
operated by the federal department of 
agriculture, in conjunction with those 
of the states, to the enormous benefit 
of the American cotton industry in all 
its phases, 


Although the plan sounds something | 


like the old populist scheme of sub- 
treasury warehouse receipts, negoti- 
able in the open markets, it is in its 


' «details entirely different and wholly 


businesslike, 

In other words it is only organiz- 
ing, with government aid and respon- 
sibility, practices which now can be 
followed by any individual cotton 
grower, or local trader, with a close- 
by privately operated warehouse. He 
can now store his cotton, borrow on 
the warehouse receipt and wait for a 
more profitable market. ‘That, how- 
ever, is an individual venture and 
may, or may not, eventuate profitably. 
The proposed valorization plan makes 
practically all cotton growers into a 
common marketing association, with 
the government as its holding com- 
pany, dealing in the entire crop of a 
season and the carry-over of a previ- 
ous year, and guaranteeing that the 
cotton shall be released to the world 
markets only when the prices bid are 
profitable to the producers. 
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The Required Revolving Fund. 


Basing calctlations upon an average 
14,000,000-bale crop, with the mills of

' and the southern men in congress can 


the United States taking 8,000,000 of 
them and leaving 6,000,000 for export 
to world-abroad mills, it is conserva- 
tively figured that a revolving fund 
of $300,000,000 would be ample to 
hold and valorize any annual cotton 
crop. )

practically fixed by the cotton middle- ; 
in Liverpool, this American 
valorization plan would enable our 
government to hold the American | 
crop away from the hands and price- , 
sweating manipulations of the Eng: 
lish cotton brokers until anormal 
working of the law of demand and 
supply came about. 

It would not require much expert 
surveying of the statistical position 
of cotton throughout the world for 
the department of agriculture to de- 
termine at the beginning of every gin- 


ning season approximately how much 
cotton should go inte storage in order 
to stabilize a profitable price for the 
portion going upon the market. The 
cotton marketing co-operatives could 
easily control and regulate the hold- 
up proportion.

Every Cotton Grower Concerned. 

Every cotton grower in the south- 
ern states should interest himself se- 
riously and at once in this proposi- 
tion. It means more money hereafter 
in the pockets of all of them. It 
means greater independence, larger

Objections to It Are Empty. 

The only objections to the plan that 
have been imagined are— 

That local bankers who profit by 
financing cotton grewers will kick 
against allowing the government to 
do the financing. But that objection 
sounds empty of good business sense. 
since the greater the crops cash re- 
turns are to the growers the better 
and more profitable will be the bank- 
ing business of the community. 

Another vapid objection is that the 


consumers of cotton goods will find 
the larger prices for the raw cotton 
making higher prices for finished cot- 
ton goods. But that happens in all 
productive industries that enjoy pro- 
tection from foreign price makers com- 
peting with American-made goods. 
The result is that no one inter- 
viewed on the subject, who is not 
nu sweater of the cotton farmer, finds 


any valid objection to the plan. They 
rather applaud it as the salvation 
of the cotton industry of the south— 
one of the most vital to the nation's 
prosperity.

EAT YELLOW FOODS FOR 
VITAMIN A. 


Vitamin A was the seeond vitamin 
to be discovered. Vitamin B was tiie 
first—but they didn’t begin naming 
‘em right away. Vitamin A is es- 
sentially for infants and children, 
to prevent respiratory infection or to 


,enable the individual to develop the 


highest attainable degree of immunity 
against respiratory infections (yuu 
know the long list we call the cri)— 
or maybe you don't, but anyway we 
can’t stop now to recite the list for 
you—to prevent a kind-of eye in- 
flammation called ophthalmia, another 
condition known as night blindness, 
and probably to enable the young to 
grow at a normal rate. 

If chickens do not get an adequate 
quantity of vitamin A they not only 


fail to grow but they develop the char- 
acteristic eye disease and often their 
kidneys are found filled with crysta‘s 
of uric acid feeling like a bag of 
sand between the fingers. 

Just what this vitamin A is nobody 
knows. All the scientists know about 
it is that various foods contain plenty 
of it, and it is indispensable in the 
nutrition of the young beady. The 
body seems to be able to store very 
little vitamin A even when there is an 


ample amount provided in the food: | 


what little is stored is probably stored 
in the liver. But fortunately vitamin 


A is so widely distributed in natural | 


foods that it is seldom necessary fo 
fall back on the reserve store in the 
body, except in time of famine. 

These items contain A. 
that nearly all the items in the list 
are yellow in color: 

The liver oils of various fish, espe- 
cially cod liver oil. The liver of al- 
most any animal; also sweetbreads; 
also kidney. Egg yolk. Butter, whole 
fresh raw milk, fresh raw cream. Or- 
anges. Carrots. Yellow:corn. Sweet 
potatoes. Any green leafy relish one 
may eat raw, such as watercress, cel- 
ery leaves. lettuce, contains some vi- 
tamin A; but the red vegetables, such 


as beets, radishes, and white, such ‘is | 
potato. white corn, wlhiite turnip, con- 


tain little of this vitamin. 

Vitamin A. withstands 
cooking somewhat better than does vi- 
tamin C, for instance, 
better to take vitamin A foods raw 
so far as possible; also fresh as pos- 
sible, for storage or prolonged keep- 
ing destroys the vitamin.

Must Meet Regulations. 
It is not the spirit of the Smith- 
Hughes act to dictate the policy of 


any school system, but rules and 
regulations must be met by the states 


, and local school systems in order to 


participate in the use of federal 
funds. 

The whole plan is one of co-opera- 
the federal government co- 
operating with the states and the 


states co-operating with the various 
public school systems in giving this 
type of democratie training to the 
people. The Smith-Hughes bill sets 
aside a certain amount of money each 
year for the purpose of aiding the 
various states in the promotion. of 
agricultural, trade and industrial and 
home economic training. A provision 
of the act makes it necessary that 
the state and local school system 
match 
funds. 
Commission's Findings. 

Some of the findings of the com- 

mission referred to above might be 
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dollar for dollar the federal | 


nate enough to remain through public 


schools, with practically no education 
or provision for the less fortunate 
who were left by the wayside. 

Any business that allows more than 
50 per cent of its raw material to 
slip away from it before it is a fia- 
ished product is doomed to failure; 
therefore, the public school system, 
without some definite form of voca- 
tional education, is failing to reach 
the mass and file of people. 

There is another very significant 
condition found to exist among un- 
trained and unskilled people which 


leads to loss of time, loss of raw ma- 
terial, poor products, depleted soil, no 
organization in marketing of crops, 
and poorly managed and - unhappy 
homes. These things of course nat- 
urally lead to low wages, poverty, 
crime,- business stagnation, and in @ 
great many instances, to ruined lives. 
If vocational education can remedy 
these conditions, and we believe it 
can to a large measure, then the faith 
that its original sponsors had in it 
has been justified. 
Spirit of Act. 

The whole spirit. of the Smith- 
Hughes act may be summed up in the 
language of the federal board for vo- 
cational education: “Vocational edu- 
cation, as conceived by the federal 
board and by those engaged in ad- 
vancing the programs of vocational 
education, is essentially that form of 
education and training in any field 
of human activity which assists peo- 
ple. young or old, to get a job, to keep 
a job, to improve on a job, to get a 
hetter job, and to believe in their

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~ BREAKS NEAR QUINCY 


Thousands of Acres of IIli- 
- mois Farm Lands Are 
Flooded. 


Quincey, Tll., March 21.—(4)—The 
furious waters of the Mississippi broke 
through the battered Indian Graves 
levee north of Quincy today and loos- 
ed a flood over thousands of acres of 


rich farm land. 

The levee break had been expected 
for several days and most of the farm- 
ers were prepared for it. Virtually all 
of them had moved their livestock, 
grain and household goods back to 
the bluffs and safety. Crews of relief 
workers, however, were on hand aid- 
ing any who failed to evacuate in time 
and assisting the levee patrols in the 
task of re-enforcing other retaining 
walls which are weakening before the 
strain of pounding water. 

Most of the fleoded farms were 
planted with crops and the loss from 
the swirling water is expected to 
amount to thousands of dollars. The 
break was below the Rock creek levee 
but little hope was held that the Rock 
creek levee would last long now with 
churning water all around it. 

While the flood was appeasing its 
wrath north of the city, districts south 
and west were feeling the benefit. 
When the levee gave way, it released 
so much water that the river stage at 
Quincy fell four inches and relieved 
-,exeeedingly a tense situation there. 

Residents had moved out of the 
South Quincy Gardens, a new home- 
site community, but the flood breaking 
north of the city bas saved the south 
from similar peril. 

The Tima Lake and Hunt districts 
on north of the Indian Graves levee 
are in constant danger of inundation. 
the levees now holding about all they 
ean. Improvements in the way of new 
levees and diversion channels in this 
area are now nearing completion at a 
cost of more than &1,000,000, 

Conditions to the west of Quincy, 
in Missouri, were relieved somewhat 
by the Indian Graves levee break. 

It was estimated that perhaps 500 
families have their homes in the flood- 
ed area, but as far as could be learned 
there were no casualties. 

The city of Quincy itself is in no 
danger from the flood. It is situated 
on the bluff, although some of its in- 
dustries are located down along ti: 
river and have had to suspend opera- 
tions,

Let’s not forget, modern as we are, 
that an old and well-organized idea in 
education still prevails: We learn 
about things best when we come into 
direct contact with them—by touching, 
listening to, tasting, smelling and look- 
ing at them. 

This is called concrete experience. 
There is no mechanical substitute for 
it.

AWARDED TITLE 
QF SPEEDBOATS 


Miami Beach, Fla., March 21.— 
The international speedboat racing 
title went across the seas to England 
today as the result of a flukish race 
entirely devoid of the element of 
competition. 

Major H. O. D. Segrave added the 
water title to his automobile racing 
laurels when he sent his patched and 


leaking Miss England creeping across 
the finish line on Biscayne bay this 
afternoon five minutes behind Gar 
Wood’s Miss America VII. 


He was officially credited with win- 
ning the two-heat race with three 
points, as against two for the Ameri- 
can speedboat king. 

Wood's boat flashed around the 
two-mile course six times in the 
elapsed time of 11 minutes 45.05 po 
onds, for an average speed of 61.2 
miles an hour. four. miles slower fen 
his fastest lap yesterday. Segraves 
craft, which had been badly buffeted 
in the first heat yesterday and had 
been patched in 18 places, sprung a 
leak after the start of today’s race 
and at the finish was barely moving.

Baton Rouge, La., March 21.—(®) 
Rising in his place on the state sen- 
ate dias today, Lieutenant Governor 
Paut N. Cyr, massive Acadian, de- 
nounced governor Huey P. Long as a 
“nolitical tyrant’ and called on the 
Lord to forgive him for voting for 


im. 

Shortly afterward the senate and 
house met in joint session to hear 
Governor Long offer a calm plea for 
support of his legislative program, 
which he said would promote the wel- 
fare of the state. 

He declared. that his proposed meas- 
ure for a tax on earbon black was for 
the benefit of “little school children, 
the lame, and halt and thé blind.” 

“Surely there is no opposition to 
this measure,” he said. 

He turned an attack on the news- 
papers, who have opposed him, saying 
the people shg@uld indulge them as 
they had to follow their business in- 
terests and “the lame, the halt, the 
blind and the little school children 
could not buy advertising to get their 
support.” 

Before beginning his speech, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Cyr sent word to 
Governor Long to come to the senate 
as he wished to talk to him “face to 
face,” but the governor did not ap- 
pear. 

“I wish to tell you, my friends,” 
said Mr. Cyr, “that have been 
humiliated in trying to get along with 
this man Long. I am forced to pub- 
l'cly explain my attitude to the execu- 
tive and tell you why I am forced to 
break with that individual. 

“Today I find myself with the big- 
gest political tyrant that ever tried to 
rul: the state of Louisiana. The state 
has been swindled. You have all heard 
of the Teapot Dome scandal. That 
was just one deal. In Louisiana we 
have seven. separate oil scandals, 

“If the good Lord will ever forgive 
me for supporting Huey Long it will 
take a great weight off my conscience. 

“Think of this disgrace, my 
friends,” he added. “I have heard from 
hot one, but 20 this morning of 
political trading going on in the house. 
We read in the press of a man 
promised a highway job by the gov- 
ernor in exchange for a vote. 

“What are we going to do? It ‘is 
your duty to see that these things 
are threshed out and everyone guilty 
of these practices is brought to jus- 
tice. From today on I promise to keep 
as close an eye on the governor as 
one man ever kept on another.”

Attorney-General Fred H. Davis 
said the firm was being advised that 
the previous contract could uot be 
cancelled except under a 90-day no- 
tice and that the state would bill the 
firm at the rate of $1 a day for each 
convict workman kept idle regard- 
less of its cancellation of the previous 
agreement.

Blitch, of the farm, that as the re- 
sult.of the move on the part of the 
firm, over 150 convicts had _ been 
thrown out of employment in the shirt 
factory.
